Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 
1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement between Inventions 1-3 as set forth in 
the Office action mailed on 09/08/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the
